stood the Commonwealth has decid- 
ed to provide 26,500 pilots, 
and observers, and 50,000 men 
ground staff.

If all four of the border offences which 
Moscow has charged against Finnish 
troops really occurred as stated, they con- 
stitute an even thinner pretext for an at- 
tack upon that country than the Nazis 
offered for their invasion of Poland. And 
there is plenty of room to suspect that 
all four complaints were either manufac- 
tured out of whole cloth or based on hear- 
Say. 

If all these “charges” are true in sub- 
Stance, they suggest nothing more than 
that there were the usual number of hot- 
heads in the armies lined up along the 
Russo-Finnish border, and perhaps a too 
free flow of vodka. 

To say, because five Finnish soldiers 
strayed across the frontier and got into a 
fight with a Russian patrol, that Finland 
“betrays a hostile desire” is simply talk- 
ing nonsense, and this seems to be the 
most serious offence Molotoff claims to 
have discovered. To climax the absurdity 
he has to admit there were ‘‘no Russian 
casualties”. 

The assault on Finland is plain and un- 
disguisable thuggery, with robbery for its 
motive. 


Why Take Chances? 


While Edmonton people and _ their 
civic officials are centering attention on 
ways and means to make the city streets 
safe, it has been tragically demonstrated 
by pecent events that there are danger 
spots also on roadways outside the bound- 
aries of cities and towns. The highway- 
railway crossing is still claiming its vic- 
tims. 

In one case in central Alberta a man, 
his wife and their little child were killed 
when he drove the family car onto a 
crossing directly in front of a fast-travel- 
ling passenger train. The crossing, it is 
said, was not a “blind” one, and the train 
must have been plainly in sight. The 
driver apparently forgot to look. 

In another case in the same area, a 
truck driver ran onto a crossing in front 
of a freight train and was killed. Again 
it is said the approaching train could be 
seen for a considerable distance. Care- 
lessness, if not an attempt to “beat the 
train,’ evidently caused this fatality. 

There are many level crossings where 
the ‘“‘stop, look, listen” rule seems unnec- 
essary; but not one where the injunction 
to “look” can be ignored safely. Winter, 
the season of slippery roads, long twilight 
and frosted windshields, is the season 
when it is more than usually needful to 
exercise caution before crossing a railway 
track. To not do so at any time is to defi- 
nitely incur a needless risk. 


Adolf The Innocent 


An interesting example of the whole- 
souled misrepresentation by which Herr 
Hitler is trying to keep the people of 
Germany in line is his latest theory, ex- 
pounded through the Berlin papers, that 
it was not he but Sir Howard Kennard 
who started the war with Poland. Sir 
Howard, he alleges, failed to pass on to the 
Polish Government the advice of his own 
Government that it open direct negotia- 
tions with Berlin. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain long ago 
made clear that this information was com- 
municated to the Polish Government, was 
accepted by it, and that only the sudden 
rush of Nazi troops into Poland prevented 
the negotiations getting under way. Hitler 
didn’t want to negotiate. He wanted Po- 
land, and headed off negotiations by 
launching war because he had no case that 
would stand examination at the council 
table. 

The world at large knows all this. Ap- 
parently the German people do not, since 
the Fuehrer thinks it worth while to tell 
them he was not to blame for the business. 

Perhaps he will tell them next it was 
Great Biituin that destroyed Czechoslo- 
vakia, annexed Austria, forcibly occupied 
the Rhineland, and sold Germany down 
the river for a barter agreement with Sta- 
lin. He may even blame Churchill for 
writing Mein Kampf. Why draw the line 
when the press is muzzled?

at Taplow, England. As is quite common 
in such instances, the donor stipulated 
that his or her name must not be made 
public. 

There is nothing new in the incident, 
except that the amount is unusually large. 
It is not at all uncommon for wealthy 
people to make large contributions to 
funds collected for humane purposes and 
to do so on condition that their identity be 
concealed. The fact is well enough known, 
but it is not well enough recognized; too 
often it is ignored entirely, and no atten- 
tion paid to what it signifies. 

The moral is surely plain. Wealth and 
greed do not go always hand in hand, as 
might be inferred from the indiscriminate 
censure frequently hurled at those who 
are fortunate enough to be well off. In 
point of fact the simon-pure brand of 
greed is more often found where wealth 
does not really exist, but only the pre- 
tence. A rich man does not need to be 
greedy. It is the chap who is trying to 
keep pace with the Jones’ set, without 
having the means, who has to grab and 
hang on. 


Perhaps as Canadians of all financial 
grades pool their contributions in war 
funds of one sort and another—and there 
will be plenty of them—they will get over 
judging each other's selfishness by the 
supposed amount of his wealth. Life will 
be somewhat pleasanter, and economic 
discussions a good deal saner, if we get 
to realize that a heavy purse is often an 
open one, and that a man is not necessarily 
avaricious because he has money.

What Stalin needs in the Kremlin is someone 
His 
own efforts in this respect, while strenuous and 


with a talent for telling lies on a big scale. 


painstaking, do not by any means come up to the 
high standards set by Comrade H'tler. In fact, 


Stalin is somewhat of an amateur when it comes 
to poisoning the peace of 
Europe by a policy compact 
of fraud and bluff. He cer- 
tainly tries his best; he 
strangles the truth easily enough; but Soviet pro- 
paganda still lacks the audacious absurdity which 
distinguishes the Nazi brand. Perhaps his tech- 
nique will improve in time, now that he has en- 
rolled as a pupil in the dictators’ school of 
aggression. But at present he has succeeded in 
persuading no one—least of all himself—that 
five foot Finland is anxious to take on giant 
Russia in single-handed and desperate combat. 

If the dignity of Molotoff can endure the 
insult, Stalin would be well advised to entrust 
his apologia for aggression to the cunning hand 
of Goebbels, It's so long since Goebbels was on 
speaking terms with the truth that he should 
easily be able to turn out a piece of smooth 
hypocrisy polished enough to satisfy even the 
exacting demands of Communists who have 
joined the anti-comintern pact. 

In his speech to the Communist party congress 
on March 10, 1939, Stalin solemnly promised that 
“We stand for peaceful, close and friendly rela- 
tions with all the neighboring countries which 
have common frontiers with the Soviet Union.” 
Silken fetters can bind a dictator more firmly 
than his pledges, when he once is resolved to 
break them. His friendly foreign policy now con- 
sists in coercing the small Baltic states into abject 
servitude to Russia's ruthless power and holding 
the threat of punitive action, like a heavy men- 
acing bludgeon, over the head of any little 
country that doesn’t regard domination by the 
Soviet as the ideal fulfilment of its own national 
destiny. 


RUSSIA'S DRIVE 
AGAINST FINLAND 


What is so irritating about Russia’s conduct 
today is its strange and unnatural marriage be- 
tween sham sentiment and naked aggression. 
When Molotoff ordered his troops to stab heroic 
Poland in the back, he told the world that the 
Russian army was sent on a mission of “emanci- 
pation with glory.” That's a phrase the con- 
science of the world will remember long after 
this war is over, and it will brand his memory 
1 an infamy that will endure as long as men 
still can recognize the difference between right 
and wrong. 

Russia claimed she marched into. Poland be- 
cause the Polish government no longer existed. 
Yet, two hours before her troops crossed the bor- 
der to plunder the ravaged country, Molotoff 
handed a diplomatic note to the representative of 
Poland in Moscow. Has it occurred to him that 
there is a strange incongruity in delivering an 
ultimatum to the “representative” of a govern- 
ment which is alleged no longer to be in exist- 
ence? 

The Soviet chieftains make no such pretence 
this time. They admit the Finnish government 
still rules in Finland, but they seem determined 
that it shall rule only as Russia dictates. Except 
for a few dogmatic zealots who are blind to 
events and reluctant to face ugly facts, everyone 
now knows that Russia is the apostle of no new 
morality in the world but instead is seeking a 
pirate’s loot by the policy of the bully.

George Bernard Shaw, whose latest play will 
be here next week, has suffered a fate which 
must grieve his sensitive soul more than all the 
barbed arrows that once were flung at him by 
incensed critics. He has degenerated into that 
class of eloquent authors whom almost everyone 
praises and no one reads. Once 
he was held up to scorn as a 
menace to public morals; now 
his collected works are re- 
commended as an ideal Christmas present for 
grandmother. Once his plays were banned from 
the stage; now they are required reading in our 
high schools. Once Shaw was the licentious jester 
who disgraced the English theatre; now he is the 
uncrowned king of English literature. 

The ravages of time have brought to Shaw 
another and less melancholy consolation. He is 
probably the only man in the long span of re- 
corded time who has made a fortune out of tell- 
ing people what fools and cut-throats they are. 
When Shaw blandly assures the world that every 
man over forty is a scoundrel, he means every 
syllable of his carefully weighed indictment He 
is not trying to be funny. The humor comes from 
having people pay Shaw for telling them the 
shocking truth about themselves. 

Contrary to the common legend, Shaw is not 
a vainglorious egoist, loud-mouthed Pride cloth- 
ed in a white beard, but is rather a humble and 
contrite spirit, disclaiming originality and always 
insisting that Moliere and Ibsen are better dram- 
atists than he. And if he scolded the world into 
admitting that Shakespeare is not a demi-god or 
a demagogue, he at least was able to teach it to 
know why the bard of Avon is the sweetest 
singer that ever touched the chords of speech 
with the majesty of incomparable beauty. 

A friend of his, Mr. Osmon Edwards, was 
speaking one day on “The Superiority of Mr. 
Shaw to Shakespeare.” After a fulsome eulogy 
of Shaw and corresponding depreciation of the 
old playwright, Edwards thought he had proved 
his point when Shaw himself nonchalantly arose 
from the audience and begged the privilege from 
the chairman of being allowed to say a few words 
“in defence of his famous rival, Mr. Shakes- 


peare.” 

“When a comedy of mine is performed,” Shaw 
once remarked, “it is nothing to me that the 
spectators laugh—any fool can make an audience 
laugh. I want to see how many of them, laugh- 
ing or grave, beve tears in their eyes.” 

Shaw has taught the world, or that part of it 
at least which conceives of the pursuit of culture 
as an endless adventure, that life is rich in mean- 
ing and in aspiration, and that man, born between 
two infinities and warring against oblivion, has 
no more lofty destiny than to cherish a brave 
loyalty to unselfish and redeeming truth amidst 
the darkness whence he emerged and to which 
he so soon returns. It is not often that a great- 
hearted man like Shaw is vouchsafed to us, and 
we should be grateful for the inestimable gift,

The Stickler 


Based on a text provided it by the federal 
Minister of Agriculture, Mr. Gardiner, The Leth- 
bridge Herald devotes two columns to com- 
parison of the relative merits of farm and city 
life and a conclusion that our children should 
be better trained for the farm. Not merely that 
they should be taught more about farming, 
though that is part of The Herald's argument, 
but that they should be brought up, so far as the 
day school can bring children up, in the tradi- 
tions of the land. Mr, Gardiner's words from 
which The Herald develops its thesis are these: 

Give the old farm a chance. Clear it of 
debt and get reasonable equipment and good 
livestock on it. A debt-clear average half- 
section of land anywhere in Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan or Alberta secures a better living 
for anyone having it than most jobs that are 
picked up around our towns and cities. 

The Minister strikes an encouraging note 
when he pictures every Prairie farmer, now and 
to be, living on a debt-free half-section. But 
unfortunately it is the farm debt problem which 
at once prevents many men going on the land 
and drives thousands already there into the cities 
to “pick up” some of those jobs that admittedly 
yield a living inferior to what the farm would 
yield could the farmer get on or stay on the 
land.—Calgary Albertan. 


Negotiations With Japan 

Since Mr. Grew’s outspoken and well-timed 
speech at Tokyo, the Japanese government seems 
to have become increasingly desirous to settle 
its differences, not only with America but also 
with Britain. It is especially anxious to obtain 
Chinese support for the new government in 
China under Mr. Wang Ching-wei, and this is 
more likely to be forthcoming when Japan has 
composed her differences with the Western 
Powers, A report from Peking that orders have 
been issued by the Japanese authorities that the 
anti-British movement in that area is to cease 
is one of many indications that Japanese policy 
towards the democracies has changed. The Tokyo 
press disbelieves the official denials of the gov- 
ernment’s intentions to open conversations with 
Mr. Grew, the American Ambassador, and Sir 
Robert Craigie, the British Ambassador, These 
denials may be merely due to the fact that Great 
Britain shows no signs of weakening on the 
points on which she stood firm in the Tientsin 
dispute. On that it is believed that there is a 
sufficient basis for agreement to make settle- 


ment possible, provided there is the wil] to 
settle; and in this respect the situation has 
changed for the better. Japan is suffering 


acutely from the prolongation of her war with 
China. The atmosphere is favorable for a 
resumption of the negotiations both on the par- 
ticular issues of Tientsin and the more general 
questions.—The Spectator (London). 


More Than Ever, We’ll Want Tourists 


Speaking to the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation Convention in Washington, D. Leo Dolan, 
director of the Canadian Travel Bureau, assured 
the United States that American tourists com- 
ing to Canada would not be subjected to travel 
restrictions, to food rationing, or to any inter- 
ference with their automobiles or legitimate 
belongings. 

Odd though it may seem to many, this assur- 
ance was necessary; there exists in the United 
States a belief that Canada, under war condi- 
tions, is no place for travel, 

For Canada, such a belief is bad. This coun- 
try is going to need a great deal of United States’ 
exchange, and the tourist industry is one of 
three sources from which that exchange may be 
obtained. Hence its importance. 

The government would be well advised to 
increase its tourist advertising in the United 
States. There are those who disagree; people 
who say that with travel to Europe out, Ameri- 
cans, if they want to vacation at all, have got to 
vacation here. The answer to that is that Ameri- 
cans do not have to vacation here; they can 
vacation at home, they can go to South America, 
and they can go to Mexico. Already, indeed, 
Mexico and South America are making a strong 
bid for tourists, are advertising far more than 
Canada advertises, Incidentally, little Bermuda 
has more tourist advertising in United States 
newspapers and periodicals than Canada has. 

During the past four or five years parliament 
has been voting something like $300,000 annually 
for tourist advertising. Seeing that the industry 
brings hundreds of millions of dollars into the 
country, the outlay is a good one. Instead of 
decreasing it, as some have urged, we should 
increase it. The result would not merely be good 
for business generally it would help mightily in 
a vital war need.—Ottawa Journal.

St. Andrew's Day has been observed ever 
Since there has been a Scot in Canada, for Abra- 
ham Martin, “the Scot” who was king's pilot at 
Quebec and gave his name to the historic battle- 
field, doubtless remembered the day of Scotland's 
patron saint. 

It can be taken for granted that the advance 
party of Scots, sent out by Sir William Alexander 
to look over Nova Scotia in 1630, celebrated their 
national festival during that winter when they 
were stranded at St. John’s, Newfoundland. It 
is impossible to think of the Scots in the employ 
of the Hudson's Bay Company in the west and 
on the Labrador without visualizing due recogni- 
tion of “The Day We Celebrate.” Genera) James 
Murray and his Scots soldiers in Quebec in 1763 
and following years had their patriotic celebra- 
tions, and, as the years rolled on, the resident 
Scots invited their French friends to partake of 
the haggis and imbibe the Highland brew, So 
important was St. Andrew's Day considered 
among the Scots colony in Quebec that that day 
was selected for the dedication of St. Andrew's 
church, the first Presbyterian church, in 1810. In 
1775 when the town was besieged by Arnold the 
celebration of St. Andrew's Day was postponed 
until spring!
